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Atter seven years of frustration, the Los 
Angeles Rams finally have captured that 
elusive NFC spot in the Super Bowl, and 
they seem to have done it at precisely the 
wrong time. 

If skydiving without a parachute is 
hazardous to your health, then playing 
Pittsburgh in the Super Bow! is downright 
deadly. 

Chuck Noll brings to Pasadena a team 
that will probably go down as one of the 
finest ever to play the game, the product of 
a decade of breeding, ten years’ worth of 
fine tuning a concept which has come to 
mean an excelience seldom matched in the 
history of the NFL: three Super Bowls in 
five years; 3-0 in Super Bowl play; 76-23-1 
since winning its first AFC Central title in 
1972; 12-4 in post-season play; not one 
player on the squad who didn‘t start his 
career as a Steeler. 

The Steelers have played like the off- 
spring of a union between the great Packer 
and Cowboy teams; computers that have 
been programmed with a passion for 
violence, with a lust for victory. 

As resistance, the Rams offer a defense 
that plays on experience and guile, and an 
offense that must run to protect the rough 
edges of a young and unschooled quar- 
terback. 

“The Rams will give it a go, screaming 
and fighting to the end,’’ an NFC safety 
said. ‘‘But they’re mismatched.” 

HERE’S HOW TO FIGURE THIS 
GAME: 

WHEN PITTSBURGH HAS THE BALL 
— The Steelers present a unique problem 
to NFL defenses, they can hurt you in 
every way conceivable. Quarterback 
Terry Bradshaw, now over the image of an 
empty-headed farm boy, calls most of his 
plays at the line of scrimmage, but the 
Steeler coaching staff provides him with 
specific plays for each team he faces. 
Unlike some teams that simply adjust 
their best three of four plays to the defense 
it’s facing, the Steelers often come with a 
complete new set of game-breakers, 
always pointed at taking advantage of 
even the slightest opponents’ weakness. 

Against Los Angeles, the Pittsburgh 
plan will be to make its running game go, 
more specifically, to get its famous inside 
traps clicking against two of the toughest 
defenders in football: Ram tackle Larry 
Brooks and middie tinebacker Jack 
Reynolds. ‘‘The trap is the key,’’ says one 
scout, ‘especially against the Rams. It 
makes the play-action fake work 
beautifully, and since the Rams’ only hope 
is to put consistent pressure on Bradshaw, 
they have to get into situations where they 
can ignore the probability of the run and go 
straight for the passer.’ 

Look for the Steelers to start trapping 
early, sending Rocky Bleier up the middle 
after decoying Franco Harris in the op- 
posite direction. if the Rams try a few 
stacks and over defenses, Franco will get 
the call on quick tosses, using his great 
cut-back ability to come under the 
linebacker while the pursuit is sealed off. 

Bradshaw will go to Lynn Swann and 
John Statiworth on deep center and 
crossing patterns early if the traps start 
working. If not and the Rams use their 
famed nickel defense, tight end Bennie 
Cunningham will become the key receiver 
running square-outs and short posts while 
Swann and Stallworth take four defensive 
backs on deep routes. If the Rams try 
their seven-back defense, it'll be Franco 
and Rocky on draws and quick screens, a 
deadly call when the oppésHien"dowrfierd** 
is a 185-pound corner or safety. 


THE STEELERS ON DEFENSE — 
Pittsburgh still runs its famed ‘’4-3 pinch’ 
but has become more of a standard front 
team. Look for linebacker and safety 
blitzes early against the young~ quar- 
terback, Vince Ferragamo, a tactic that 
stuffs any inside running attempt and is 
sure to pressure Ferragamo into con- 
fidence-killing errors. Pittsburgh will 
employ its own version of the five-back 
secondary, puiling out a linebacker to 
insert rookie corner Dwayne Woodruff. 
But the accent Sunday will be on pressure 
up front, through the rush and with the 
blitz. 

WHEN LOS ANGELES HAS THE BALL 
— The Rams’ strength is a fine offensive 
line, and a very quick back in Wendell 
Tyler. Their weaknesses are the inex- 
perienced quarterback and only average 
receivers. The Rams will undoubtedly 
come out trying to get their cut-back 
running game going, ordering quick 
weakside tosses to Tyler with huge 
fullback Cullen Bryant leading the way. 
The Rams want to stay out of any obvious 
passing situations, which means they will 
pass on first downs (quick outs to the wide 
receivers and tight end) and run draws 
and screens on third down. 

The Rams have one edge in the fact that 
Bud Carson, their defensive backfield 
coach, was the Steelers’ defensiv~ coor 
dinator for five seasons. Carson knows the 
Steeler weaknesses as well as any man, 
and should help Ferragamo exploit those 
tender spots. Look for fullback Bryant on 
traps against the Steeler middie and watch 
for Billy Waddy on deep flag routes after a 
play-action fake. The Rams know they 
must keep the Steelers off-balance. And 
the only way to do that is by breaking all 
play tendencies. The first few plays may 
be right out of the Rams’ cliche book, but 
the next series will begin to usher in 
surprises, with more to follow as the game 
moves along. 

THE RAMS ON DEFENSE — 
Experienced, quick and disciplined, the 
Ram defense understands the heavy 
responsibility it has Sunday. Look for the 
emphasis to be on confusing Bradshaw. 
‘Terry doesn’t read defenses as well as 
Bob Griese, in fact, he can be poor 
sometimes,’’ said one defensive back. 
“But his receivers read ’em extremely 
well. You’ve got to get to Terry in a hurry 
and make him put up a mistake.” 

The Rams will open with their standard 
4-3, but will use double interchanges 
(placing the defensive ends outside the 
offensive tackles and putting the outside 
linebackers in the gap), unders, overs. 
They will show blitz, and they will bring in 
six and seven defensive backs anytime 
Bradshaw faces third and more than five. 
The cat-and-mouse game will be trying to 
confuse Bradshaw without giving Swann 
and Stallworth one-on-one opportunities. 

KEY MATCHUPS: 

STEELER CENTER MIKE WEBSTER 
VS. DEFENSIVE TACKLE LARRY 
BROOKS AND MIDDLE LINEBACKER 
JACK REYNOLDS — Webster, an All-Pro, 
is a key man in the inside trapping game. 
He’ll have to handle another All-Pro in 
Brooks on runs and pass protection and 
he‘ll have to take care of mean Hacksaw 
Reynolds on many running plays. 

STEELER LEFT DEFENSIVE END 
L.c. GREENWOOD VS. OFFENSIVE 
TACKLE JACKIE SLATER — Slater will 
need help to handle Greenwood. Very 
quick, with the kind of outside move that 


gives Slater ft rouble, Greenwood v will be 
aiming for Ferragamo from the first play. 


STEELER DEFENSIVE TACKLES 
GARY DUNN AND STEVE FURNESS VS. 
GUARD KENT HILL — Hill is a rookie for 
the Rams, while Dunn and Furness, the 
rotating tackles he will face, are excellent 


pass rushers. Hill will need help from 
center Rich Saul or a running back. 
RAM DEFENSIVE LEFT END JACK 
YOUNGBLOOD VS. STEELER TACKLE 
LARRY BROWN — Perhaps the most 
interesting matchup. Ail-Pro Youngblood 
is the Rams best pass rusher and its in- 
spirational leader. Brown, at 6-4, 245 
pounds, is not a household word. The 
cameras are sure to be zeroing in on this 
critical matchup in passing situations. 
RAM TIGHT END TERRY NELSON 
VS. SAFETY DONNIE SHELL AND 
LINEBACKER DENNIS WINSTON — 
Nelson will become a critical target if the 
Steelers blitz as expected. He’ll head up 
much of the day with Sheil or Winston. 
STEELER TIGHT END BENNIE 
CUNNINGHAM VS. SAFETY DAVE 
ELMENDORF OR LINEBACKER JIM 
YOUNGBLOOD — Cunningham is a giant 
at 6-5, 247 pounds and could become 
Bradshaw’s main man target if the Rams 
use their 5- 6- and 7-man secondaries. 
RAM OFFENSIVE TACKLE DOUG 
FRANCE VS. DEFENSIVE END JOHN 
BANAZAK — France is the man Los 
Angeles likes to work behind on the run. If 
Tyler is going to make any cut-backs, 
France must do his job on the big Steeler. 
LAST-MINUTE FACTORS — The 
Steelers are generally conceded to have 
the edge in quarterback, offensive line, 
running backs, receivers, linebackers and 
safeties. The Rams have a_ better 
defensive line and cornerbacks... Jack 
Youngblood’s hairline fracture should be 
little problem after a two-week 
rest...Experts agree a wet field in 
Pasadena would favor the Steelers, since 
Tyler’s quick cutting style produces more 
slips than the sure-footed Harris...Rams’ 
9-7 record is the poorest (.563) ever owned 
by a Super Bowl finalist...Dallas and 
Green Bay are the only NFC-NFL teams 
ever to win the Super Bowl. . .Ray 
Malavasi, who was on the edge of the 
unemployment line until his team upset 
Dallas, now looms as a coach-of-the- year 
candidate; seven of his offensive starters 
were backups when the season began.

Home cooking, sleeping in their own 
beds, practicing on their own familiar field 
_— these are the advantages the Los 
Angeles Rams have in Super Bowl XIV as 
the first true ‘‘home’’ team in the National 
Football League’s annual extravaganza. 

The Super Bow! has been played five 
times in Miami, but in none of the three 
years when the Dolphins were in it. 
Dallas, although qualifying four times, 
missed the year it was played in Texas, in 
the Houston Astrodome Pittsburgh? 
Green Bay? Minnesota? Winter carnivals 
maybe, but no Super Bowls. 

The Rams, seven times NFC Western 
Division champions, finally were lucky 
enough to make it ina year when the game 
returns to Pasadena, just a hike up the 
freeway. Whether that will help them 
overcome the contest’s most lopsided odds 
in 10 years remains to be seen, but coach 
Ray Malavasi thinks it might. 

“1 think we’re fortunate to be at home so 
we won't have the distractions of a visiting 
team,’ he says. 

The Rams practice at their own Rams 
Park in Anaheim, opened this season. 
They were provided rooms in the official 
team hotel, the South Coast Plaza in Costa 
Mesa some 12 miles away, but Malavasi 
gave them the option of going home at 
night, away from the frenzy. Ironically, 
though, in the alternating scheme between 
conferences, the AFC this year is the of- 
ficial ‘“‘home’’ team, for the purpose of 
uniform colors and which bench they want. 

The Rams will be the visiting team. 

AN OVERVIEW — Although Oakland, 
Baltimore, Dallas, Kansas City and Miami 
all had to lose a Super Bowl before they 
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could win one, there have been exceptions 
— the Jets in ‘69 and the Steelers in ‘75, 
contributing to the AFC's 9-4 edge. 
Malavasi said, ‘Some of the feams that 
have got there are so happy about getting 
there that they’re satisfied with that and 
don’t think it’s important to win it. {‘m not 
going to let our players forget that."’ 
The Rams and Steelers didn’t play this 
season and they had only four common 
opponents. The Steelers beat St. Louis, 24- 
21; the Rams won, 21-0. The Steelers beat 
Denver, 42-7; the Rams won, 13-9. The 
Steelers beat Dallas, 14-3; the Rams lost 
30-6, then won the playoff game, 21-19. The 
Steelers lost to San Diego, 35-7; the Rams 
lost, 40-16. For what it’s worth, if adds up 
to a slight edge for the Steelers. 
Malavasi, 49, is 24-12 in his second 
season as head coach of the Rams. He was 
their defensive coordinator for five years 


and has been around the National Football 
League since ‘62 but never exposed to a 


Super Bowl. 

INJURY UPDATE — All-pro defensive 
end Jack Youngblood played the NFC 
championship game at Tampa Bay 
(Rams, 9-0) with a hairline fracture of his 
left fibula (the small bone in the lower 
leg). He worea protective plastic cast and 
played well. Pro Bow! cornerback Pat 
Thomas, coming back from a torn calf 
muscle, also played well, although 
Malavasi says he wasn’t ‘100 percent.’ | 
Both should be in much better shape by 
game time. The Rams, beset by crippling 
injuries all season, are probably healthier 
than ever at the moment — although going 
without quarterback Pat Haden, who 
fractured his right thumb 2 '/2 months ago.

The new No. 1 is Vince Ferragamo, 
starting his seventh game. 

Significantly, other injuries may have 
made the Rams stronger and quicker at 
certain positions — rookie Kent Hill for 
John Williams at left guard, Preston 
Dennard for Willie Miller or Ron Jessie at 
a wide receiver, Wendell Tyler for 
Lawrence McCutcheon at halfback.

PITTSBURGH (MINUS 10 42) OVER 
LOS ANGELES — The Rams are the first 
team ever to have a home field advantage 
in a Super Bowl. But that isn’t any big plus. 

The Rams seem to play their worst 
football in the Los Angeles area. This 
season they were just 1-6-1 against the 
spread at home. Pittsburgh, on the other 
hand, was 3-5 at home. 

Both teams have beaten the spreads in 
their two playoff wins. The Steelers 
covered double figure spreads against 
both Miami and Houston. In fact, the 
Steelers are the NFL‘s best team in 
covering prohibitive odds. Eight times 
this season Pittsburgh has been favored by 
nine or more points. In seven of those 
games, the Steelers covered. 

Overall this year, the Steelers are 11-7 
against the spread while the Rams are 8-9- 
1. Asa favorite, Pittsburgh is 11-6 while 
the Rams are 2-3 in an underdog role. Los 
Angeles has a history of playing the 
Steelers tough. Last year the Rams edged 
Pittsburgh, 10-7. The two teams have met 
15 times before, the Rams winning 12 and 
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you have to. They (the Steelers) nave been 
doing the same things for the last eight 
years (on offense). When you're doing 
something real good, you don’t get away 
from that.’’ The Rams will have to play 
the run straight up, respecting both 
Franco Harris and Rocky Bleier, although 
they won‘t be too concerned about the 
outside sweeps because neither has 
blinding speed.

The Pittsburgh Steelers enter their 
fourth Super Bow! with the official foe 
listed as the Los Angetes Rams. But the 
Steelers find the shadow of Vince Lom- 
bardi hanging over this Super Bowl. 

The name of Lombardi, the tate, 
legendary Green Bay Packer coach, is 
stamped on the gleaming Super Bowl 
trophies. The Steelers already have three 
of them in a glass case in their lobby. 
They’re heavily favored to become the 
first team to win four of them. 

if they beat the Rams, they’lH become 
only the second team since the modern era 
began after World War tt to win four 
championships in six years. That team 
was Lombardi’s Packers, who won five 
times in seven years in the 1960s — three of 
them before the Super Bowl was founded. 

““Eiye championships...five cham- 
pionships,’’ repeats Joe Greene. ‘That is 
something special.’’ The Steelers would 
like to match the Lombardi mark but 
they'll have to get by the Rams first. 

Which is why Coach Chuck Noll says the 
Steelers aren’t going to get caught taking 
the Rams too lightly. He was an assistant. 
coach under Don Shula at Baltimore on 
that memorable day — Jan. 12, 1969 — 
when Joe Namath’s New York Jets upset 
the Colts in the most stunning surprise in 
Super Bowl history. 

A victory by the 9-7 Rams — no Super 
Bow! champion has lost more than four 
games in a regutar season — would be 
almost as surprising as that Jet victory. 
_ But the Rams did beat the Steelers, 10-7, a 
year ago for one of Pittsburgh's two losses 
en route to a 17-2 record. 

A curious aspect to this game is the fact 
that three of the Ram assistant coaches — 
Bud Carson, Lionel Taylor and Dan 
Radakovich — own two Super Bowl rings.

Super Bowls 1X and X by beating Min- 
nesota and Dallas. Carson was the 
defensive coordinator with the Steelers 
and helped design the Steelers’ in- 


timidating defense. While serving in the 
same capacity with the Rams a year ago, 
his defense held Terry Bradshaw's offense 
to one touchdown. 

Both sides say the presence of those 
three former Steeler assistant coaches: 
won’t make much difference, but it is 
certainly an interesting development: : 

WHEN THE STEELERS HAVE THE 
BALL — If the Steelers follow the pattern 
of the first two playoff games, they will try 
to burn the Rams with the medium-range 
pass. Although he has thrown for more 
than 200 yards in both games, Bradshaw’s 
longest completed pass in each game was 
21 yards. He did throw one bomb to Lynn 
Swann against Houston that Swann leaped 
for in the end zone, but couldn't quite haul 
in. But with the opposing defenses playing 
so deep to take away the Bradshaw bombs 
to Swann and John Stallworth, Bradshaw 
is making a lot of yardage going un- 
derneath. It was significant that the man 
who caught the most passes against 
Houston wasn’t Swann or Staliworth, but 
Franco Harris, who grabbed six. Dum- 
ping the ball off to the backs isn’t usually 
Bradshaw's style, but he’s taking what the 
defense gives him. Of course, he'd love it 
if Los Angeles comes up to take away the 
short pass. That’s when he’d go deep. The 
Rams also have to watch the running of 
Harris, who may be the best big game 
back in the game’s history. He’s started 16 
playoff games and he’s been the leading 
rusher for both teams in 13 of them. 

WHEN THE STEBLERS ARE ON 

DEFENSE — When the Steelers played 
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the Rams last year, John Cappelletti 
gained 106 yards. Only one other back, 
Earl Campbell, has been over the 100-yard 
mark against ther since. Campbell did it 
jast month, but the Steelers held him to 15 
yards in the playoffs. Although Cappelletti 
is sidelined and won't play, the Steelers 
figure to defense the run by jamming the 
linebackers close against the Ram line to 
stop Wendell Tyler. They'll take their 
chances against quarterback Vince 
Ferragamo, gambling that his inex- 
perience will make it difficult for him to 
burn them with the pass on running downs. 
But while they‘Il play the run on running 
downs, they are likely to blitz Ferragamo 
on the obvious passing situations on third 
down. They figure they can sack 
Ferragamo or rattle him into throwing 
interceptions. Even though Dan Pastorini 
burned the Steelers on occasion with 203 
yards in passing last week, he still failed to 
put a touchdown on the board. The Oilers’ 
only touchdown came on 4 pass in- 
terception. The Steelers figure that if they 
can stop the run — and they held Miami 
and Houston to 25 and 24 net yards rushing, 
respectively, in the playoffs — they‘!

NEW YORK — The price 
tag for 30 seconds of 
commercial time on Super 
Bowl XIV: $238,000. 

That comes to $476,000 
per minute. There are 22 
minutes of. commercial 
time on the Super Bowl, 
which means when the 
Pittsburgh Steelers meet 
the Los Angeles Rams in 
the Rose Bowl on Jan. 20, 
sponsors will have paid CBS 
$10,472,000. 

That marks an increase 
over last year, when Super 
Bowl XIII’s 30-second spots 
on NBC sold for $185,000 — 
$370,000 per minute for a 
total of $8.14 million. 

“The Super Bow! is not a 
money-maker for the 
network that carries it,” 
said Kevin O’Malley, vice 
president, program 
planning and development, 
for CBS Sports. 

O’Malley’s statement is 
not as outrageous as it 
appears, particularly 
considering that networks 
are accustomed to very 
hefty profits. 

The almost $10.5 million 
pricetag is a gross figure. 
Subtract the 15 percent 
advertising agency fee, the 
approximately $7 million 
that CBS paid the National 
Football League for Super 
Bow! broadcast rights, and 
the heavy production costs 
in order to make Super 
Bowl a super event. 

That leaves a profit, but 
not a windfall. Just to 
sweeten the pot, however, 
there also is the 90-minute 
pregame broadcast, which 
earns the network some 
extra cash it doesn’t have to 
split with Pete Rozelle and 
Co. 

O’Malley was asked why

CBS is betting that the 
Super Bow! will generate its 
own excitement, as it has in 
the past despite the 
forecasts of a one-sided 
game. CBS is guestimating 


that the game will boast an 


average audience of 84 
million, with approximately 
102 million Americans 
watching at least some part 
of the game. 

“The Rams defeated 
Tampa Bay and the 
Cowboys in Dallas and they 
earned the right to go,” 
O’Malley said. 

“But the Super Bowl 
probably creates its own 
audience. If you look at 
audience levels in the past, 
the fact is they were not 
largely affected by which 
teams participated. The 
Super Bowl seems to have a 
particular character of its 
own. 

“Super Bowl Sunday is 
almost a national holiday. 
Viewing levels show that 
most of the country is 
watching the game. They 
have parties at home or 


sf’ schedule social events just 


for the purpose of watching 
the game.”’ 

A look at Super Bowl 
Nielsen statistics bears out 
O’Malley’s point. The 1978 
Super Bowl XII from New 
Orleans ranks fourth in the 
Nielsen list of most 
watched shows of all time. 
That list is headed by the 
final episode of ‘‘Roots’’ 
and the two parts of ‘‘Gone 
With The Wind.” 

Super Bowl XII is the 
highest-rated live program 
ever presented. Super Bowl 
XIII is right behind XII in

cameras to be used in pre- 
game, game and post-game 
broadcasts, including 20 at 
the Rose Bow! Of those, 16 


will be used for game 
coverage, including one in 
the Goodyear blimp.

Players ignore huge Steelers spread

LOS ANGELES — The 
Pittsburgh Steelers may be 
11 - point favorites over the 
Los Angeles Rams in 
Sunday’s Super Bowl XIV, 
but you won’t find a player 
on either team supporting 
the odds. 

“Underdogs, hah!” said 
Rams’ defensive end Fred 
Dryer this week. ‘‘It’s 
really funny. The people 
who decide these things and 
make the odds are not in 
football. They’re not the 
guys who see movies every 
day, who see opponents, 
who know what goes on on 


the field. I don’t see any 
coaches making lines. 
“T’ve seen three or four 
Super Bowls where the line 
was way out of line.

Other Rams agreed. 

“] read a story after we 
beat Tampa Bay,” said 
center Rich Saul. ‘‘It said 
how little chance we have of 
beating the Steelers, that 
we don’t even belong on the 
same field as them. The guy 
must be’ an idiot. Either 
that, or he knows very little 
about football. How can 
somebody say something 
like that after the way we 
played in beating Dallas 
and Tampa Bay the last few 
wi ne 

‘Psychologically, it 
helps,” said quarterback 
Vince Ferragamo. ‘‘It takes 
a lot of pressure off us and 


puts a lot on them to 
perform. How they reach 
the conclusion is beyond 
me. I’ve never known them 
to be 100 percent correct.” 

“T pay no attention to the 
odds or the color of the 
uniform or any of that,” 
said defensive back Pat 
Thomas. ‘‘Things like that 
aren’t important.

Q. WHAT DO YOU FORESEE HAP- 
PENING TO THE NEL IN THE NEXT 
DECADE? 

A. The key will be how the new collective 
bargaining agreement reads after if is 
hammered out following the 1981 season. 
Naturally, the Players Association will be 
seeking more freedom for its players, 
similar to what baseball players have now.

the realignment at the start of the ‘70s, we 
felt our weakest division was the AFC 
Central — Pittsburgh, Houston, Cleveland 
and Cincinnati — but now it certainly is 
one of the best, if not the best, right up 
there with the AFC East, the AFC West 
and the NFC East. 

Q. WOULDN’T REALIGNMENT HELP 
STRENGTHEN THE TWO WEAKER 
DIVISIONS, THE NFC CENTRAL AND 
THE NFC WEST? 

A. It might, but | think realignment ts 
unlikely because it’s so difficult to get the 
owners to agree on which division they 
want to be in. Ideally, each owner wants to 
be in a division with a warm-weather site 
or a domed stadium, each owner wants to 
be in a division with teams with high 
season-ticket sales, and each owner wants 
to be in a division where the other teams 
are pigeons.

A. Off the cuff, | would say Phoenix, 
Memphis, Birmingham, Jacksonville, 
Indianapolis, Honolulu and probably Los 
Angeles now that the Rams will be playing 
in Anaheim Stadium in 1980 and leaving 
the Coliseum available. But one of the 
things to remember about Los Angeles is 
the ramifications of making it a two-team 
market froma TV viewpoint. The way if is 
now, it’s easy to bring a third TV game into 
Los Angeles on a Sunday, but with two 
feams it’s not always possible, as we've 
found in the New York area with the 
Giants and the Jets there. We've hada lot 
of flak from people in New York who want 
to see that third game.

Q. HOW ABOUT GOING TO 32 TEAMS

A. Perhaps eventually, but that would 
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require a realignment to eight divisions of 
four teams. And as I’ve said, realignment 
is never easy. 

Q. WILL CABLE TELEVISION IN- 
TRUDE ON YOUR TV FORMAT IN THE 
NEXT DECADE? 

A. If it does, cable would merely be an 
adjunct to what-we have now on the net- 
works. I’ve had some cable people ask me 
about it, but I’ve told them that the surest 
way to hurt their industry is to get the NFL 


involved because as soon as that happens, - 


Congress would be involved. In regard to 
cable, | think the NFL will be followers, 
not leaders.

PASADENA — Being the hero of Super Bow! XIV 
might be the dream of some but Frank Corral would just 
as soon not bother with it, thank you very much. 

Frank Corral is the placekicker of the Los Angeles 
Rams and he fully expects to play an important part in 
the contest against the Pittsburgh Steelers Sunday in the 
Super Bowl. 

But he would just as soon it not come down to Corral 
and his right foot with seconds remaining in the game. It 
is not that he would dodge the responsibility. He would 
prefer it be an easier matter for all the Rams. 

“T would like to see us a couple of touchdowns ahead,” 
Corral says. ‘‘I think our offense can score a couple 
against the Steelers and I know our defense can hold 
them. I would bet that I’ll get a couple of shots during the 
Super Bowl and, naturally, they will be important but 
we'll just have to see how important.”’ 

Corral recognizes the pressure involved in kicking in 
the Super Bow! but it does not alarm him. 

“There will be big pressure because it is such a big 
game,” he says, ‘‘but, then, there is always pressure. It 
doesn’t bother me that much because I don’t have time to 
think about it. There are so many things I have to think 
about in doing the job and keeping the rhythm that there 
just isn’t time to worry about outside things. 

“When you feel the pressure and get the butterflies is 
before the game. Once it starts, the adrenalin takes over 
and the nerves calm down.” 

Corral says he has no special tricks to calm his nerves 
any sooner than is normal. Nor does he expect to apply 
any new methods for the Super Bowl. 

“Everything will be just the same,’’ he says, 
“although I do hope to get to the Rose Bowl for some 
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Rams’ Wendell Tyler shows slashing style 


ANAHEIM (UPI) — Wendell Tyler says flatly 
that the outcome of Sunday’s Super Bowl will depend 
largely on him. 

Tyler, the Los Angeles Rams’ leading rusher the past 
season, said there are no real weaknesses in the defense 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers but the Rams, 11-point 
underdogs, ‘‘would make the best of what they give us. 

“The game depends on me,”’ the second-year running 
back said. ‘I’m an important part of our game. I know 
I'll be important to this game. 

“If I have a good day, we'll do good. If I don’t have a 
good one, we are in trouble. It’s like performing in a 
circus ... everybody is watching me.” 

Tyler, who missed most of his rookie year with torn 
knee ligaments, said’he has watched films of the 
Steelers’ AFC championship victory over the Houston 
Oilers and Earl Campbell. He said although the Steelers 
shut down the highly touted Campbell, he didn’t 
anticipate the same problems. 

“We have a much better offensive line than Houston,” 
Tyler said. ‘‘In that game, Pittsburgh controlled the line 
of scrimmage but I think our offensive line can handle 
them. I should have a lot more running room than 
Campbell did.” 

Tyler said the Rams are a much different team than 
they were during most of the regular season. He said 
injuries that crippled the team during its 9-7 season are 
mended. 

‘“‘We have pulled together like a family,”’ he said. ‘“We 
all believe in each other. It’s a team of young guys and 
we’ve grown real, real close.”’

practice. As you know, I have never kicked there.” 

Corral has visited the Rose Bowl as a spectator, 
however. He was on the sidelines in 1975 when UCLA 
defeated Ohio State. The Bruins were recruiting Corral 
at the time and were successful in landing the 6-2, 220- 
pound kicker out of Riverside City College. 

Corral does not readily fit the image of an NFL 
placekicker. Often, the ilk is of smallish men, oldish or 
fattish, or both, and with the European influence 
resulting in a soccer style of kicking. Sometimes, they do 
their thing without wearing a shoe on the kicking foot. 

Corral looks like an athlete and is one. He is a safety on 
kickoffs as well as the kicker and enjoys that part of the 
game. 

“T love to make a tackle or a hit,” he says. “Tt makes 
me feel like I am a real part of things. Remember, I was 
a linebacker and running back in high school.”’ 

Corral made a touchdown-saving tackle on the kickoff 
following one of his three field goals which defeated 
Tampa Bay, 9-0, in the NFC Championship Game. Corral 
put a solid tackle on Buccanneer kick returner Isaac 
Hagins who otherwise had a clear path to six points. 

Corral goes out of his way to point out that 
placekicking is a three-man function, a fact which often 
escapes the general public and the blame for a missed 
attempt almost always goes to the kicker. 

“There is the snapper, the holder and the kicker,” 
Corral says, ‘and we all have to do our parts. I am lucky 
in that I work with two of the best guys in the league, 
(center) Dan Ryczek and (holder) Nolan Cromwell.”

McGowan explained. 

‘“‘We intend to offer this 
same opportunity this year 
for those planning to see 
Super Bowl XIV. In fact, we 
encourage anyone who can 
to come to Pasadena a few 
days early, beat the last- 
minute traffic crush and 
use the park to its fullest. 

“The bowl itself is no 
more than a 10-minute walk 
from just about any parking 
site in the arroyo, which 
makes it ideal for RV 
owners.”’ 

The chief said that RV 
parking will open to the 
public on Thursday 
morning, Jan. 17, at 8 a.m. 











Spaces are $10 per night per 
vehicle and stickers are 
issued. 

“We will begin special 
police patrols and security 
operations in and around 
the areas designated for RV 
parking on Thursday 
morning and they will 
continue throughout the 
week and for awhile after 
the game has cencluded 
Sunday night.” 


The only restriction is 
that all recreational 
vehicles must be self- 
contained, having their own 
toilet facilities. 


Parking for RVs will be 
along West Drive, which 
runs west of the Rose Bowl 
and at an area called the 
Ovals, which lies south of 
the stadium. Officers will 
direct all arrivals into the 
areas and assist with any 
problems that may arise.

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_ Q. Who has a better record in com- 
pletions and touchdowns, Roger Staubach 
or Terry Bradshaw? 


A. in 11 regular seasons with the 
Cowboys, 1969-79, Staubach threw 2,958 
passes, completing 1,685 for 22,700 yards 
and 153 touchdowns. In 10 seasons with the 
Steelers, 1970-79, Bradshaw threw 2,869 
passes, completing 1,474 for 19,918 yards 
and 147 touchdowns. Staubach’s averages 
for 11 years were 269 attempts annually, 
with 153 completions for 2,064 yards, 14 
touchdowns and a completion average of 
57 percent. In 10 years, Bradshaw 
averaged 287 attempts, 147 completions, 
1,992 yards, 15 touchdowns and a success 
average of 52 percent. 

Q. How many times have the Steelers 
played the Cowboys and Rams in regular 
season games and what were the results? 

A. The Steelers and Cowboys have 
played 19 times in regular season games; 
the most recent was last Oct. 28 when the 
Steelers won, 14-3. Dallas leads 10-9 in 
regular season games, and the Cowboys 
have scored 410 points to 398 for Pittsburgh 
in the 19 contests. Counting games prior to 
1946, when the Rams were in Cleveland, 
and including 1938-39 when the Steelers 
were the Pittsburgh Pirates, those teams 
have played 15 regular season games. The 
Rams are far in front, with 12 wins, to two 
for the Steelers with one tie. The Rams 
won the most recent game, beating the 
Steelers, 10-7, Nov. 12, 1978. 

Q. Is it true that the NFC has better 
running backs than the AFC? 

A. Based on the number of 1,000-yard 
rushers in the 1979 season, the answer 
would have to be yes. The NFC had nine 
runners who exceeded 1,000 yards, to three 
in the AFC, indicating that NFC runners 
were generally better, or that NFC 
defenses against the rush were weaker. 
However, the NFL’s leading rusher in 
1979, as in 1978, was an AFC player, 
Houston’s Earl Campbell, who got 1,697 
yards in 1979, 247 more than his 1978 
league-leading total. Two NFC rookies, 
Ottis Anderson of St. Lovis and William 
Andrews of Atlanta, were among 1979's 
1,000-yard rushers. A year ago, the two 
rookies among the 1,000-yard rushers were 
both from the AFC — Campbell and 
Buffalo’s Terry Miller. 

Q. Is it true that a team loses money 
when it goes to the Super Bowl? 

A. Strange as it seems, a team’s overall 
season profit and loss picture can suffer 
with a trip to the Super Bowl. For 
example, last year some observers 
estimated that it cost Dallas $500,000 to 
participate in the Super Bowl. The cost 
was split between actual expenses in- 
volved with the game and payments of 
incentive bonuses to players ‘and 
executives. Players’ contracts may in- 
clude basic salaries plus bonus sums if the 
team makes the playoffs, the conference 
championship and the Super Bow!. Years 
ago, when Duane Thomas spoke of his 
$33,000 salary, the Cowboys confirmed that 
figure, but said he actually had been paid 
more than $70,000 when his performance 
bonuses were included. Last year, the 
Dallas money for making the Super Bowl 
was reported as something over $230,000, 
so the difference between that and $500,000 
was a substantial deficit. 

Q. In the Dec. 16 game between Dallas 
and Washington, the Redskins were one 
point behind, one second showed on the 
clock, they had the bali, were in field goal 
position but were not allowed to kick.

To make it, he’d 
have needed to tie the mark for the second- 
longest field goal in NFL history, the 59- 
yarder kicked by Philadelphia’s Tony 
Franklin last Nov. 12 against Dallas. 

Q. What was Ahmad Rashad’s name 
before he changed it? 

A. Rashad used to be Bobby Moore, and 
that was his name when the Cardinals 
made him their first draft choice in 1972, 
after his college career at Oregon. Then 
he embraced the Moslem faith and 
became Ahmad Rashad, which in Arabic 
means, ‘‘Admirable One Led to Truth.”’ St. 
Louis traded him to Buffalo after the 1973 
season. Rashad piayed in ‘74 with the 
Bills; sat out ‘75, his option year, with 
injuries; he signed with Seattle in ‘76, and 
was traded to Minnesota just before the 
season started for a fourth-round draft 
choice. 

Q. Who were the top three teams of- 
fensively and defensively this season? 

A. Offensively, the top three were Pitt- 
sburgh, with 6,258 total yards; Dallas, with 
5,968, and Cleveland, with 5,772. Defen- 
sively, the league-leader was Tampa Bay. 
The Bucs allowed opponents only 3,949 
yards. Following, in order, were Pitt- 
sburgh, which gave up 4,270 yards, and 
New England, which allowed 4,334 yards. 
The highest scoring team was Pittsburgh 
with 416 points, followed by New England 
and San Diego, each with 411 points. 
Tampa Bay was the stingiest team with 
points, allowing opponents a total of 237, an 
average of 15 a game. Next was San 
Diego, which gave up 246 points, and then 
Miami, which allowed 257. 

Q. How did Larry Csonka’s stats in 1979 
compare with his earlier Miami figures? 

A. Csonka got 837 yards on 220 carries in 
1979, but it was only his fifth best year. His 
best was 1972 when he gained 1,117 yards. 
In 1971 and 1973, he also had 1,000-yard 
seasons, and earlier he gained 874 yards in 
1970. Still, the Dolphins aren’t com- 
plaining; his rushing was an important 
factor in their 1979 success.

THE SUPER WAR OF WORDS 

This is not likely to be a Super Bowl 
noted for memorable quotes from the 
coaches. 

Chuck Noll of the Steelers and Ray 
Malavasi of the Rams aren’t noted for the 
good quips. 

Noll, who likes to stay in the background 
and let his players bask in the limelight, 
has a habit of droning on at the Super Bow! 
press conferences without saying anything 
memorable. 

At last year’s Super Bowl, somebody put 
a sheet of paper on the bulletin board with 
the head: ‘’Best Quotes from Chuck Noll.“ 
The rest of the paper was blank. 

Noll lets his teams do his talking for him 
on the field and he is building a record that 
Vince Lombardi would envy. 

Malavasi, by contrast, has just been 
trying to save his job. There was wide 
speculation that Malavasi might be in 
danger of losing his position if he didn’t get 
the Rams into the Super Bow! this year. 

Plagued by injuries and internal 
problems, Malavasi has spent much of the 
year at odds with the members of the press 
corps. He frequently claims they’ve been 
““negative’’ in their reporting of the Rams 
this season — but then it was something of 
a negative season for the team until it 
rallied to make the Super Bowl. 

Malavasi could be on the defensive 
during Super Bow! week because his team 
is such a heavy underdog and he believes it 
has been underrated.
